3) Will need to shim a few more sections of Davis Road and Middletown Road. 

4) 2 culverts on Middletown Road, 9 culverts on Davis Road and 2 culverts on Hardy Hill 
Road need to be replaced. 

5) 2 culvert header stones on Hardy Hill Road need to be repaired. 

6) Take down all dead trees on Dillingham and Hardy Hill Roads (may be able to get PSNH 
to take down some if not all of the dead trees like they did on Middletown Road) 

7) Need to extend the concrete pad on the salt shed.

One of the biggest problems we are having is finding the right location when we are 
dispatched to a call. This is because house numbers are not clearly marked at the 
driveways and on the homes. I’m asking everyone to please put your house number on 
your house and at the end of the driveway. You can put the numbers on your mailbox 
as long as your mailbox is at the end of your driveway. You are required to use 
numbers that are a minimum of 4” high and reflective.

A REMINDER: All outside fires require a fire permit when there is not complete snow 
cover and this includes all outside fireplaces, even the metal ones you can purchase.

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Report of Forest Fire Warden and State Forest Ranger 


Your local Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department, and the State of New Hampshire Division of Forests & Lands, work collaboratively to 
reduce the risk and frequeney of wildland fires in New Hampshire. To help us assist you, please contact your local Forest Fire Warden or 
Fire Department to determine if a permit is required before doing ANY outside burning. Under State law (RSA 227-L:17) a fire permit is 
required for all outside burning, unless the ground is completely covered with snow. The New Hampshire Department of Environmental 
Services also prohibits the open burning of household waste. Citizens are encouraged to contact the local fire department or DES at 1- 
800-498-6868 or www.des.state.nh.us for more information. Safe open burning requires diligence and responsibility. Help us to protect 
New Hampshire’s forest resources. For more information please contact the Division of Forests & Lands at (603) 271-2214, or online at 
www.nhdfl.org. 


This past fire season had a slightly lower number of fires, as well as lower number of acres burned then the 5 year average. What made 
this fire season somewhat unusual was that it lasted most of the summer. New Hampshire typically has a fairly active spring fire season 
and then the summer rains tend to dampen fire activity later in the season. This year virtually all areas of the state had fires throughout 
the summer due to the periodic dry spells throughout the season. As has been the case over the last few years, state budget constraints 
have limited the staffing of our statewide system of 16 fire lookout towers to Class IIT or higher fire danger days. Despite the reduction in 
the number of days staffed, our fire lookouts are credited with keeping most fires small and saving several structures due to their quick 
and accurate spotting capabilities. The towers fire spotting was supplemented by contracted aircraft and the NH Civil Air Patrol when the 
fire danger was especially high. The largest fire for the season was 10.3 acre fire in Charlestown. Many homes in New Hampshire are 
located in the wildland urban interface, which is the area where homes and flammable wildland fuels intermix. Several of the fires during 
the 2010 season threatened structures, a constant reminder that forest fires burn more than just trees. Homeowners should take measures 
to prevent a wildland fire from spreading to their home. Precautions include keeping your roof and gutters clear of leaves and pine 
needles, and maintaining adequate green space around your home free of flammable materials. Additional information and homeowner 
recommendations are available at www.firewise.org.

The Roxbury Police Department had another busy year. You can see two new officers 
were hired this year and they will be up to full speed this year. Normal patrolling was 
done off and on, as problems arose, but due to several grants, special patrols took place 
during most of the summer. During the special patrol, emphasis was given to Babbage 
Dam, Otter brook Dam, Woodward Pond Dam, and Class six roads, Branch road, Rte. 9 
and Middletown Road. It takes a lot of planning to give the best police coverage while 
keeping within the town budget. Investigation time, court time and administration time 
were up to an all time high, compared to past years. Patrols also increased with the 
addition of Friday and Saturday night’s patrols during the summer. Automotive and civil 
complaints seem to be on the increase. Again, I would ask that if you see something 
suspicious in your neighborhood to report in right away. We are not on patrol on a full 
time basis, so it’s hard to know if there is a problem in your area, unless you report it.

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2010 ROXBURY PLANNING BOARD REPORT 


The Board finalized three amendments to the Roxbury Telecommunications Ordinance in 
January. The changes made were to tower height, average tree height and buffer zone, and 
reimbursement for town expenses. After a Public Hearing on Jan. 19th, the changes were 
approved by the Town Meeting in March. 


During March, April, May and June the Board worked on a new Master Plan for the town, 
updating the Land Use and Map sections. 


In July Chairman Dave Shepardson excused himself temporarily from the Board for health 
reasons. Josh Hicks will serve as Interim Chairman. 


At the August meeting, after some minor modifications to the access road to the U.S. Cellular 
telecommunications tower construction site on Houghton Ledge Rd., a Memorandum Of 
Agreement (MOA) between U.S. Cellular, the F.C.C., and N.H. State Historic Preservation 
Office was presented by U.S. Cellular. The Board was satisfied with the agreement, and the 
Selectmen issued building permits for the tower. Amy Bodwell was voted an alternate 
member of the Board. 


In October a completed Land Use map was received from Southwest Regional Pianning 
Commission. A digital copy is to be used in the Master Plan. 


After a preliminary meeting with the Board in August, at the November meeting Wi Valley 
submitted an application for a Conditional Use Permit as co-locator on the Pinnacle Min. 
telecommunications tower. At a Public Hearing on December 1st the Board approved the 
application for a Conditional Use Permit for Wi Valley to be a co-locator on the tower. 


Also at the December meeting, Baybutt Construction attended requesting an extension to the 
Granite Gorge Site Plan Review in order to begin installation of a septic system for a 
permanent lodge, and to begin construction on the first section of the building -- the timeline of 
the previously approved Review having lapsed beyond its 5 year plan. At a Public Hearing 
held on December 15th an additional 5 year extension was approved.

However, there is 
a plethora of information written about 
the men of Roxbury; much less about 
the women. (Perhaps we sat around 
eating bonbons while routinely giving 
birth to the homestead heirs?) 

Born in 1790, Betsy probably learned 
to make soap and candles at an early 
age. By eight, she could sew on buttons, 
and by ten, patch her brother’s trousers. 
The fine art of darning socks came 
next. While the boys were out doing 
manly things...she lugged water 
buckets, tended the fire, shoveled 
cow dung and weeded the vegetable 
garden. The care of the chickens and 
her rambunctious younger siblings was 
thrown in for added excitement. Her 
chores represented commitment that 
would last a lifetime. 

So Betsy, may you rest...in a very 
well-deserved peace.

While searching for information on the late Mrs. Stearns, I came across something 
that managed to penetrate my brain white-out — a condition that occurs after four 
snowstorms in a row. Quite awhile ago, Fessenden Blanchard wrote a book entitiled, 
“Ghost Towns of New England.” He actually means abandoned places of New England 
not floating, white apparitions that may or may not dwell in either of our two town 
cemeteries. He lays out guidelines for “ghostliness” and names four towns that qualify: 
Lyman, Success, Lempster and Roxbury. 

Lyman (in Grafton County) was named after General Phineas Lyman (he of the 7 
Years’ War with the French and Spanish) and incorporated in 1761. In 2009, its 
population was a bustling 566. As far as I know, they have no idea they are extinct. 
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Success (near Berlin, NH) once boasted a population of one. Alas, it - he or she - left 
little or no trace behind. Lempster (in Sullivan County) was, in 1735, noted as Number 9 
- meaning ninth in line of the forts guarding against Indian attacks. Incorporated in 1772, 
named for Leominster, MA, it became home to New Hampshire’s first windfarm in 2008. 
Its population in 2009 was 1,125. Roxbury, which all 245 of us know and love, met its 
demise, says Mr. Blanchard, in the 1930’s Depression. Disputing this theory is writer R. 
A. Sunter, who, in an on-line report, says Roxbury’s population peaked at 366 residents 
in 1820 - a number that stayed in free-fall in spite of our thriving quarries that continued 
to thrive despite both the introduction of reinforced concrete in 1849 and the arrival of 
the railroad. So, by 1920, the remaining residents totaled only 56. In 1912, Roxbury’s 
ready water supply was “eyed” by the Keene Town Fathers who arranged to purchase 
Cass Quarry and annex the surrounding land as Keene’s public water supply. And though 
he mourns for “the bridges and roads built by hand and the cellarholes and retaining walls 
that no longer serve a purpose,” Mr. Sunter writes that...“today, Roxbury is little more 
than a water supply and a picturesque bedroom community for Keene...roads are traveled 
primarily by deer, moose and the occasional antiquarian.” 

Well, I haven't seen any moose, but I do confess to the antiquarian. In fact, I married 
him. 


My thanks to fellow-trustees, Lynn Bueckner and Robin Buffum and to Ken Buffum 
for grounds maintenance. Thanks also to David Jewett for his easy-to-read chart and his 
all’round, general thoughtfulness. 

The CD Trusts for Kingsbury, Davis (3), Nye, Clark, Phillips, and Eveleth earned a 
whopping $1.03 this past year. All trust reports were audited and mailed to the Attorney 
General and Dept. of Revenue in timely manner.
